Tbo JU'v. Charles K. Hudson, chaplain of 


tho Arctic exploring vessel Discovery, lias 
written an. account of Iho voyage 
from 


which tho following is an extract: 


"When tho sea waa completely frozen 


over tho sledging parties set out ou thoir ex- 
peditions, but not much was ilono in this way 
during tho autumn by our ship. 
Tho har- 


bor wits, however, surveyed by Home oilicers 
in dog sledges. I may say that of all tho 
dogs wo had, but ouo remains alive with uu 
nt present. As soon, as tlio ice could bear 
it wo commenced building houses upon it. 
\Ve also built a magnetic observatory and 
an ioo theatre, but, lir.st of all, a smithy was 
builtoii tho lf>th of November, I,s7.~». 
ft 


had a roof made of coal baga cemented with 
ice, and our stoker, who worked as a black- 
smith, had a very uico place of it; but ho 
made a good many holes iu the wall, as 
whenever he wanted to cool the iron he had 
only to thrust it through tho ieo. 


*'I forgot to say that we saw tho last sun 


about tliti 17th October. There werti sp).en- 
did effects in tho sky about that time, and 
the hills woro tinged with purple and gold. 
While the sun disappeared the men had an 
extra glaes of grog served out to them. As 
soon as tho ice was suOicieutly firm, a walk 
of fi mile in length was constructed by shov- 
elling away the enow. This place was gen- 
erally used iw an exorcise ground. 
During 


tho winter wo also constructed , a skating 
riuk. 
Wo made it iu this way: We cleared 


away tho snow in a circle of six or seven 
feet in diameter, and made a hole iu the ice, 
through which wo drew tho water iu 'buck- 
ets and poured it on the rough ice. 
We al- 


ways kept a iiro hole in tho ico near the 
ship. From time to time this gradually 
closed, aud it had then to be sawn or blasted 
with gunpowder. Tho dogs lived ou tho 
open Hoe all tho winter. 
Tho changes in 


the temperature aro veiy rapid aud remark- 
able. 
1 hayo kuown it to vary sixty de- 


grees in a few hours. Tho coldest weather 
wo ha;l was in March, wheu ouo night the 
glass showed minus 701 degrees Fahrenheit; 
that is over ouo hundred degrees below 
freezing 
poiut—tho greatest cold 
ever 


reached by any expedition. 
Wo wore very 


thick, warm clothing, and never wits it more 


•eded. 
"Tho theatre was (K) feet long by '11 broad. 


[t had a greenroom niid :i stage. 
Wo called 


t the Alexandra TLjatre, iu honor of tlie 
L'rincess of Wales, and it was oponed on tho 
1st of December, her birthday, when wo 
M-odueed the farce ''.My Turn Nest." Some 
songs wero afterward sung by tho men. 
Mr. Miller, one of tho engineer, was one of 
mr best actors and a great support to our 
.heat re. 
From time to time during the 


winter plays were produced by otlieors and 
men alternately. 
Tho entertainments \vuvo 


;nriod by songs and recitations, not a few of 
,heso being original. 
On the f.th day of 


November we had a bouuro ou tho ire, and 
jurnt the "Guy" according lo tho usual cus- 


We liad rockets, blue lights and v(ir- 


ons other things, and enjoyed onrsoIvi'H 
n every possible way. 


"And now a few words as to tho manner 


n which wo kept Christinas. First of nil 
wo had in the morning the 
'Christmas 


Waits' in the usual manner. A sergeant of 
nariues, u mato, nud three others, wii'.t j 
iround Iho ship singing carols suited to the 
jccosion, and made a special stay outside 
.ho captain's cabin on tho lower deck. In 
ho forenoon thoro wore prayers, nud after 
hat the captain ami officers visited tho moss 
n the lower dock, tasted the pudding, in- 
pccted tho decorations which had ber-n 
uailo. aud so ou. Then the 
boxes of 


irutjoiiU given by friends in England were 
nought out, the names of those for whom 
ittch was intended having beou previouslv 
lilixed lo each box. 
Tho presents WITO 


listributed by the captain, 
KhigiuR cheers, 


vhich KOtuidod strange enough, in tliiU lone 
tlflcc, wero given for the donors, some of 
hem very dear to the men who wero fnr 
,wny from their homos. 
Cheers were also 


;iveu for tho captain nud for absent com- 
ades. Iu tho Alert a choir was formed, 
nd tho ".Roast beef of old England" hail Us 
•irtucs praised again. Tho men had their 
!mmy nt 1- o'clock, and tho ollicors dined 
ogethor at r.. 


''With regard to'absent comrades* I may 


xplniu that whent ho Alert left us nn oilk-er 
Ir. Kawtion, with .seven of our men, went 
i her with sledges iu order to bring us 


news of her whereabout!!, if possible, 


ut they wero prevented from doing FO hy 
"10 ico not bciucr iu a Jit state for travel- 
ling. 
Wo had a sumptuous dinner for once, 


at Christmas. 
Wo had brought HS!K beef 


and mutton from England, which wo hung 
up ou ono of tho masts, nnd H was soon us 
hard fis a brick, and perfectly preserved. 
Wo also brought some sheep from England, 
and they wore killed from time to time. 
Wheu wo arrived iu Discovery Buy, as we 
called it, six of them wero alive, but, on bo- 
iug landed thoy wero worried by tho dogs 
aud had lo be slaughtered. 
During tho 


Winter the men had to fetch ico from a buy, 
about half a mile distant from Iho ship, in 
order to molt it for fresh water. This uso.l 
to bo brought iu sledges. 


"Tho sun returned ou tho last day in 


February. 
From November till February, 


with tho exception of tho starlight, aud oc- 
casionally moonlight, wo wore in darkness. 
It uecd uot to bo dcnso by any moans, hut 
at the same time you could easily pass a 
friend without knowing him. 
On tho diiy 


tUo sun was to rise we calculated that it 
would bo about li! o'clock, and nil hands 
ascended tho hills to see him rising. 
This 


>jight, was, however, prevented by tlio mi.sts 
nnd fog. 
Wo did uot sno the sun for sever- 


al days aftor. 
Near tho end of Mnreh a 


sledge, with two oiliecrs nnd two men, nr- 
rivcd from tho Alort, tho mercury standing 
at minus -10 degrees Fahrenheit, after hav- 
ing hud n journey of six dnys. 
They had 


stnrted to como to ns some time boforo, hut 
wero obliged to return on account of Audrv- 
sen, tho Dane, being severely frost bitten. 
They took him back just alivo, and ho died 
sometime afterward. Directly they returned 
to tho Discovery preparations began to be 
miuto for sledging, tho sledges , wore taken 
out, and men told off for different parties.

Shortly after this Mr, JJeauuioiit, tho unit 
liautonant, and Surgeon Coppiugor, oaoh of 
thoui with nn 
eight-man sledge—that irf, 


seven mon bcsido themselves—started for 
tho Alert in order lo pick up tho other 
sledge, which had wintered with tho Alert, 
in which they intended to cross Kobeson'a 
Channel for tho exploration of North Green- 
land. Wo subsequently heard that thoy 
took twelve days to roach the Alort, pro- 
ceeding along the ice foot and over tho Jloes. 
Tho ico foot is that which extends about 
oiglit foet from tho shore. It affords more 
facility for travelling than that which is far- 
ther from the land. 


"Two clays after this, another party, con- 


sisting of a twelve-man sledgo and an eight- 
uidii uledgo, with two ofHconi, left for the 
exploration of Lady Franklin Sound. 
Tho 


captain accompanied this party in tho eight- 
man sledge, aud returned after a week. At 
that time there wore twenty-four men up 
north sledging, twenty more at Lady Frank- 
lin Sound, and tho captain, with a fow offi- 
cers and men, wero with the ship. 
After 


about a fortnight tho twelve-man sledge, 
which had gono merely as an aid, conveying 
provisions for tho others, returned to tho 
ship, the sledgo having sustained some 
damage. 
One of tho marines had 
be-on 


severely frostbitten in HIR hnftl. ami hf» 1.01,1 
to be brought the whole way in the sledge. 


"Tho other sledge returned after n total 


absence of nearly four weeks, having es- 
tablished the faci that Lady Franklin Strait 
—so called by tho Americans—was a sound 
or ilord, about sixty miles in length. They 
saw throe or four glaciers ou their way, and 
hills about three thousand feet high. They 
saw some inusk oxen, the first seen in that 
season; but they wero very wild, and could 
not bo got at. 
They took to the steep sides 


of tho'hills, like goats, rolling down great 
masses of rock. They seemed to be very 
wild at that time of the year, as ordinarily 
they art- almost as tame as any cows."

CHINESE CANOES, AND HOW 


THEY AEE MADE. 


We found that Port Moresby put on iln 


best appearance. 
Tho recent rains had 


made tho hills look fresh and green, many 
of which aro now under cultivation. Sever- 
al largo canoes, with cargoes of sago, had 
just arrived from tho gulf, \vhich enlivened 
the scene, the crews being busy driving a 
brisk and noisy trade with tho people of 
Port Moresby. 
It looked aa if such a place

and examined 
one of tli« Isirgc cmiocs. 


Although rudely constructed, llnsy arc nvi- 
dently the result of immonno labor. It con- 
sisted of five logs, about forty feet long, 
hollowed out and lashed together. The out- 
side ones wer^ nhnnt four fnnt in fliiminlnr, 
the thrco inner ones being only half the 
size. It must take a long time and 
great 


labor to fell and cut out thosn lurga troos 
with nothing but stone implements and 
fire. The logs having been prepared find 
holes burned along tho uppur edges, they 
are placed alongside each othrr about six 
inches apart, strong poles aro cut and laid 
across 
tho 
canoes, to which they aro 


lashetl, 
so that when 
the vessel is 


"high and dry" it 
rests 
upon 
tho 


two 
outer 
canoes, 
the 
three in- 


ner 
ones 
being 
suspended from tho 


poles to which all are tied with rattan. 
Thus these trading vessels have really two 
keels, one on each side, instead of one keel 
in the middle, liko ours. Tho cross poles 
are allowed to project about four feet over 
the canoo on each side, and are covered with 
small B ticks, forming n balcony. 
While 


level with tlio Hide of tho outer canoes a 
fence in erected about throe feet high, which 
is inclosed with the leaves of tho sago palm. 
Tlio platform projects about six foot over 
tho ends of the c.inoo. Each end of tho en- 
closure is roofed in liko a native houso, and 
in Hieso apartments, men, 
women and 


children live during their voyages, much as 
they do when on shore, 
Some havo only 


one, and others two masts, which are simply 
forked trees taken up by tho roots,by which 
they aro lashed to ono oido of tiio platform 
at an equal distance from each end of the 
canoe and secured by two rattan stays fns- 
timoil to the opposite side of tho canoe at 
each end. 
Tho large mat sail is a remarka- 


ble looking nliject. 
It is liko a boy's kito 


of iiiimeiiRo sixu, except that the top is con- 
cave instead of convox, tho two Bides curv- 
ing in n little, milking tho top of the nail 
the sumo slmpn at; the moon appears when 
a few days old. The sail is hoisted- by a 
rope fftdtonod to the side of tho anil at tin 
widest part, and thrown over tho fork of 
the mast. 
Tlio other side of tho nail has 


two ropes fastened to it, RO that it can ho 
hauled either way. In lacking they simply 
move tlm nuUf-i' front one end of tlis c-imou 
to the other.~-[S. AleFartoml in the Allm.
